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‘Legal high’cases on 

the increase at A&E 


One person a week is being 
taken to Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital suffering from 
the effects of legal highs’, an 
accident and emergency con¬ 
sultant has warned. 

Piers Massey, a consultant 
A&E nurse at NGH, said he had 
noticed a “marked increase” 
in the number of people going 
into hospital after taking sub¬ 
stances that produce similar 
effects to illegal drugs such as 
cannabis, cocaine and ecstasy. 

Mr Massey said: “We are 
probably seeing an average of 
about one case a week. 

“We had a couple in at the 
weekend who were complete¬ 
ly unconscious after taking a 
legal high. 


“These drugs are legal, but 
nobody knows if they are safe. 

“They are unregulated so 
it is unclear what is in them. 

“Most of the cases we are 
seeing are people in their 20s 
who have taken them to get a 
bit wired on a night out. 

“I would advise people to 
be sure ofwhat they are taking 
and only consume something 
if they have an idea of what 
they are putting in their body.” 

Sgt Simon Pinchin said the 
anti-social behaviour related 
to people taking legal highs 
was also becoming more of a 
problem in Northampton. 

He said: “We have seen 
the legal highs being taken 
by people under the age of 18 
years old and that is what con-

cerns me. We have dealt with 
a number of cases in the past 
year where people have been 
taken to hospital after taking 
legal highs. 

“The colour literally drains 
from their face and they start 
vomiting.” 


Theresa Kelly, manager 
of Northampton Association 
for the Accommodation of 
the Single Homeless (NAASH) 
based at Oasis House, said she 
had also noticed an increase in 
the use of legal highs. 

She said: “It is becoming a 
really big issue. 

“Some of the side effects 
for people who have exist¬ 
ing mental health issues have 
been awful. 

“Some people have been 
taken to A&E as they have 
been unable to function. 

“Some have stood staring 
into space for two hours and 
others can’t remember any¬ 
thing after they take them. 

“We’ve banned them from 
the building.” 



Potentially fatal side-effects 


MEDICAL experts say what lit¬ 
tle is known about the effects 
of legal highs is extremely 
grim. 

Piers Massey, pictured left, 
said people susceptible to 
strokes or heart attacks could 
have their condition triggered 
by the chemicals in them. 

And Councillor Robin 
Brown, cabinet member for 
health, said: “We have serious 
concerns about the availabili¬ 
ty and use of new psychotropic 


drugs. The reality is that there 
has been very little useful re¬ 
search into their short, me¬ 
dium and long term effects, 
both mentally and physically. 
The bottom line is they are not 
safe.” 

Legal highs are available 
to buy in at least three shops 
in Northampton town centre 
and can be bought by anyone 
aged 16 and above as they are 
sold as tobacco products. 

The owner of one of the 


shops, who did not wish to be 
named, said: “I have noticed 
they are becoming more popu¬ 
lar with young people. 

“We have people of all ages 
and types. We have people in 
suits come in on their lunch 
breaks and a lady of 8o years 
old.” 

Another shop owner said 
he kept the legal highs in a box 
under the counter. The legal 
highs are available in £i ciga¬ 
rettes or one gram for £io.

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Council under fire for 


A controversial two-bag 
recycling scheme has come 
under fire from residents, 
amid claims of rubbish being 
left strewn across streets and 
new green sacks still not being 
delivered to homes. 

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil changed the rules for bin 
bag collections in September 
for homes without wheelie 
bins, limiting them to two 
green bags of rubbish a week. 

But the Chron has received 
several reports of households 
still not having received their 
green bags, and contractors 
Enterprise not collecting the 
old black bags, despite people 
having nothing else to put their 
rubbish out in. 


One Northampton resi¬ 
dent has even taken to putting 
out green bags bought from 
a supermarket, but was told 
by a street warden they prob¬ 
ably would not be collected as 
they were not printed with the 
council’s logo, and were “not 
the same shade of green”. 

There have also been com¬ 
plaints that the new rules, 
which affect about 22,000 
homes, are leading to more 
cases of fly-tipping. 

Dan MacMillan, of Lea 
Road, Abington, said he and 
other residents in his street 
had left out black bags last 
Wednesday due to not having 
received any green ones, and 
these were not collected. He 
said: “I called the council and 
I was advised that it was my 


responsibility to have chased 
them for the green sacks.” 

The council wrote back, of¬ 
fering its “sincere apologies” 
for the inconvenience. 

Lucy Savov, aged 29, of 
Yelvertoft Road, Kingsthorpe, 
said she had resorted to buying 
her own green bags. She said: 
“I am a great believer in recy¬ 
cling more and throwing less 
away. But I don’t have any of 
these bags, even though I have 
asked three times.” 

Brian Suter, aged 71, of 
Derby Road, Abington, is con¬ 
cerned about rubbish piling up 
near his home, and questioned 
why he could not still use black 
bags. He said: “I rarely put 
more than one bag out. I pay for 
these black bags and now they 
want me to throw them away.” 


‘Majority’of households complying 


■ Councillor Mike Hallam, 
cabinet member for the envi¬ 
ronment, said: “A six-month 
supply of green sacks and sev¬ 
eral informal reminders were 
sent to households before the 
policy came into effect. 

“We knew there would be a pe¬ 
riod of adjustment for house¬ 


holders and so for the first 
six weeks, crews collected all 
sacks presented, regardless 
of whether it was in black or 
green sacks. 

“The new policy is now be¬ 
ing enforced and crews are 
only collecting a maximum 
of two green sacks from 


each household each week. 
The majority of households 
are complying with the new 
policy but there are some 
that aren’t. 

“If this is because they 
haven’t had their supply of 
green bags then we are ar¬ 
ranging a re-delivery.”

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Do street drinkers 
need a day centre? 



A ‘wet house’ where alco¬ 
holics in Northampton town 
centre could go to drink al¬ 
cohol could be introduced to 
Northampton as a long-term 
solution to street drinking. 
The idea of tackling street 
drinking by building a day cen¬ 
tre, staffed by people trained 
to deal with people with alco¬ 
hol addictions, has been tri¬ 
alled successfully in parts of 
the UK, including Leicester 
and Dundee. 

Sgt Simon Pinchin, town 
centre safer communities 
leader for Northamptonshire 
Police, said he was in favour of 
long-term solutions that may 
be a more effective way of deal¬ 
ing with the a “hardcore” of 
30 street drinkers in the town 
centre. 

Sgt Pinchin said he want¬ 
ed to find a solution to an is¬ 
sue which, on some days, can 
take up to 50 per cent of offic¬ 
ers’ time. 

He said: “We will never 
eradicate street drinking as 


many of the people are alco¬ 
holics and they have no fixed 
address. 

“We often seize the alcohol 
and pour it away, but we can¬ 
not stop the street drinking 
completely. 

“We don’t enjoy dealing 
with the same people all the 
time so we are looking at long¬ 
er-term solutions.” 

Theresa Kelly, manager of 
the Northampton Association 
for the Accommodation of the 
Single Homeless (NAASH) 
based at Oasis House in Camp¬ 
bell Street, said a ‘wet area’ had 
been trialled in Northampton 
before without success. 

Ms Kelly said she was al¬ 


ready working with other or¬ 
ganisations such as churches 
to try to reduce the amount of 
street drinking. 

She said: “The wet house 
would not be able to be based 
at Oasis House as this is 
where people live and some 
of them are abstaining from 
alcohol.

Plan to expand 
school fails 


Plans to double the size of a 
Northampton primary school 
have been thrown out after 
strong opposition from peo¬ 
ple living nearby. 

More than 100 people wrote to 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil on both sides of the debate 
about Kingsthorpe Village Pri¬ 
mary School proposals. 

But a meeting of council¬ 
lors dismissed the scheme by 
a majority vote. 

Councillor Sally Beards- 
worth (LibDem, Kingsthorpe), 
said: “I’m delighted because 
the points that were made 
were not the usual ones about 


traffic. Part of the opposition 
was to do with the impact 
on the school itself because 
this would have doubled the 
number of pupils and halved 
the school playing field space. 

“It’s a victory for common 
sense.” 

Residents also raised ques¬ 
tions over the impact of traffic, 
and the impact on the charac¬ 
ter of the village conservation 
area. 

The school, in Knights 
Lane, is one of several prima¬ 
ries in Northampton listed for 
expansion, to cope with grow¬ 
ing birth rates in the town. 

The expansion would have 


seen the school increase its 
number of pupils from 210 
to 420 with a 7.4m-high two- 
storey building and multi-use 
play area. They also proposed 
an extra 44 parking spaces. 

As a concession to the unu¬ 
sually large number of pupils 
in two year groups, the cur¬ 
rent mobile classroom was 
this week granted retrospec¬ 
tive permission to remain 
until the classes have left the 
school. 

In a separate decision, 
the expansion of The Duston 
School was passed by coun¬ 
cillors without any amend¬ 
ments.

Conmen rob 
sue OAPs in 
their homes 


Pensioners are being 
warned by police to be alert 
to surprise callers after six 
elderly people were robbed in 
their own homes. 

Northamptonshire Police be¬ 
lieve two men carried out all 
six robberies between them 
in the past month. 

Robberies have been car¬ 
ried out in the Dallington, 
Spencer and Briar Hill areas 
of the town and in six of them, 
the victims, who were aged 
between 63 and 87, answered 
their doors to the callers. 
When they opened the door, 
two men pushed past them 
into the house. 


One of them restrained the 
homeowner while cash and 
other small items, including 
watches and jewellery, were 
stolen from their property. 

In the majority of the 
incidents, the suspected rob¬ 
bers have been white men, 
aged between 20 and 40. 

They were both wearing 
dark clothing and had their 
faces covered. 

Inspector Ali Rae, from the 
South West sector, said offic¬ 
ers would be carrying out in¬ 
creased patrols. 

He added: “Please make 
sure that front and back 
doors are locked at all times, 
and windows are closed, even 


when you’re at home. And, if 
someone calls at your house 
that you don’t know and are 
not expecting, don’t even open 
the door. If you are suspicious, 
call the police on 999.” 

The first robberies took 
place in Lauderdale Avenue, 
Ringway, Abbey Street, Spen¬ 
cer Haven and Brook Lane. 

The most recent was a 
house in Dallington Haven, 
on Friday, November 15 at 
about 3pm involving a man 
who claimed he wanted to 
talk about recycling and who 
wore a high visibility jacket. 
He pushed past the homeown¬ 
er, a 69-year-old woman and 
stole cash and other items.

Big blow as Saints prop is ruled out for up to four months

Jim Mallinder has confirmed 
Saints prop Alex Corbisiero 
will be out for ‘three to four 
months’ after having knee 
surgery. 

Corbisiero sustained the 
cartilage problem during Eng¬ 
land training after playing for 
his country against Argentina 
earlier this month. 

He has since had surgery 
and is now on the recovery 
trail, but will not be available 
until the new year. 

Some reports had suggest¬ 
ed the 25-year-old could be out 
for as long as six months, but 
Mallinder says it won’t be that 
long. 

“He’s had his operation, 
that’s well documented,” said 
Mallinder. “He’s on his recov¬ 
ery now and looking to get 
back in the new year. 

“I saw some reports talking 
about six months, but I don’t 
knowwhere that’s come from, 
the surgeon’s not said any¬ 
where near that. 

“It will be a few months, 
probably three to four.” 

Meanwhile, Mallinder is 
sweating on the fitness of Ben 
Foden after the full-back was 
forced off during Saints’ 18-0 
win against Newcastle on Sat¬ 
urday. 


Foden looked to have sus¬ 
tained a serious knee injury 
after attempting to claim a 
high ball during the first half, 
but was able to continue. 

He then aggravated the 
problem in the 64th minute 
and limped off to be replaced 
by Dom Waldouck. 

It is a big worry for Saints 
with a crucial Heineken Cup 
double-header against Lein¬ 
ster beckoning at the start of 
December. 

Mallinder was asked about 
Foden’s wellbeing after the 
win against Newcastle, but 
was unable to reveal the ex¬ 
tent of the damage the player 
had sustained. 

“We need to look at Ben,” 
said the Saints boss. “He got a 
knock to his knee in the first 
half and then re-did it and was 
struggling to walk off. 

“Fingers crossed there’s 
nothing serious there. He’s 
on the couch at the moment 
and we need to see how he is.” 

Foden was one ofthree Eng¬ 
land players returning to the 
Saints starting line-up follow¬ 
ing England duty, with Court¬ 
ney Lawes and Lee Dickson also 
involved against Newcastle. 

Dylan Hartley and Tom 
Wood missed the game with 
lung and rib injuries respec¬ 
tively, but Mallinder is con¬ 
fident they will be fit for
